Status of the Claims 

1 . This action is in response to the application filed on August 3, 2001 . Claims 1-75 are 
pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17 drawn to a method of data processing, namely, managing and 
modifying software components, classified in class 717, subclass 120. 

II. Claims 18-38 and 70-75 drawn to license management of software, classified in 
class 705, subclass 59. 

III. Claims 39-69 drawn to execution control software access control based on user 
ID, classified in class 713, and subclass 182.
